These 
téxts are consumable material 
and we therefore require their 
use beginning September, 1956. 
For the permanent type of text 
we are considering allowing more 
time for adoptions to be put into 
effect, at least one year. This is 
a very excellent Catholic speller 
series. We shall request the pub- 
lisher to provide persons to ex- 
plain and demonstrate the books 
at our Fall Institutes.
